| CAPTURE OF 4 TIGER IN THE "| 
STRAITS Ee 


'G. FM‘. writes as follows to the’ 
Straits Times, from Upper Langkat, Deli, 
on June 14th :— , 


Some six weoks. ayo, a rathor startling | 
and unpleasant occurrence took place on 4 
noighbouring Estate to the one I am writ- 
ing from, An unfértunate coolio, a Ohina- 
man, waa busy, at ubout five o'clock, in tho ; 
afternoon, cutting alang-alang, io., mana- , 
grass, which ho wanied for making covors | 
with, for protecting and shading his nowly- 
planted-out tobacco- planta, when he was 
attacked and carried off by a tiger. Pro- 
ceedings wera at once takén to track the 
spinal, and the body of tho poor fellow 
;was found—or rather its remnants wore 
discovered—tho bulk of the body having 
beon entirely devoured by tho brato, 

Knowing that tle tiger always roturns 
‘to where he haa loft thet remains of 
his prey, in order to finish even the

to catch the bruta the evening of the 12th. 

TY made mine close to tho stable and 
goat shed, and tovk a trap made in Ser- 
\dang some two yeara ago, by a friend of 
\nino as a model, ; 

‘\Ita dimensions aro as follows, longth 12 
fett, brendth 5 fect, and height 6 foot. It 
is made of wooden bara or tiangs, placed 
closé.fogether, and driven three feet into 
the giound Thrae bara havo a diameter of 
from a to 4 inches. -The top is made of 
2-inch ‘planks placed broadways and nailed 
to the Yo of the tiangs with Ginchnails. 
Length Waysovor tho 2-inch planks, J-inch 
planks arte ayain nailed down, so a8 to give 
additional attength to the roofing of the 
trap. The door is about 24 feet wide and 
drops, two feet into the ground, falling 
between 2-inch Hanks’ which are driven six 
feet deep into tk yround. Inside the trap 
there is a partition by which means the bait 
is shut.

and is simply a contrivance effected by the 
use of a nail, someairing is tiod to thc level 
by which the door ia ‘suspended, and 
running through a small aperture made 
in the roof in attached ,to the piece of 
uebong.
